‘They ask for an enabling act to form 
a siate constitution preparatory to adinission 
horeafter, and showed this morning, that, how- 
éver strong had been the feeling for division in 
the past. the feeling is now equally strong in 
favor of its admission as awhole, The popula- 
tion of the territory is 600,000, and as it will 
certain!) be republican, the democrats recog- 
nize the necessity of acting cautiously. The 
delegates in favor of a division will be heard 
next and it will be some time 
before the committee will report. The dem- 
ocrats will, of course, oppose the division, 
and wil! probably oppose its admission in any 
shape until after the presidential election.

Whereas, It is alleged thet certain individuais 
and corporations in the United States engaged in 
mannfacturing, proturing, mining or dealing in the 
necessaries of life and other productions have com- 
vit e | for the purpose of controlling or curtailing 
the production or supply of the same, and thereby 
iucreasing their price to the people of the country, 
which combinations are known as associatious, 
trusts, pools, and like names: and 

Whereas, Such combinations not only injuriously 
alfect cominerce between the states, but impeir the 
revenues Of the United States, as derived trom its 
duties on aneaets: therefore, 

Kesoived, That the committee o 1 manufactures, 
be and the same is hereby directea to inuuire into 
the names, number and extent of such alleged 
combiuations, under whatever name known, thetr 
methods of combination of doine business, their 
efiect upon the prices of any of the necessaries of 
life and of all productions to the people of coun- 
try upon its internal or foreign commerce, and its 
revenes from impost duties, together with any and 
all other matters relating to the same which may 
call for or suggest legislation by congress, and re- 
port the same to the house with. such reeommend- 
tions as said committee may agree npou and for 
these purposes the committee on manufactures is 
authorized to sit during session of the house, to em- 
ploy a stenographer, to administer oaths, examine 
witnesses, compel the attendance of persons, and 
the production of papers.

DAKOTA’S AMBITION. 
Senator Butler's Substitute to the Bill for 
the Admission of Dakota. 

WASHINGTON, January 25.—Senator Butler, 
in behalf of the minority of the committee on 
territories, today reported a substitute for the 
bill reported by Senator Platt, for the admis- 
sion of Dakota, and the admission of the south- 
ern half asastate. The substitute isin the 
nature of an enabling act, to allow the people 
of the whole territory to form a state govern- 
ment. It or for holding an election on 
Tuesday after the first Monday in June, 1888, 
in which all persons who have resided within 
the state for G0 days, and are otherwise quali- 
fied to vote, shall have the right to choose del- 
egates to the constitutional convention, to 
meeton the third Tuesday in July, 1888. 
The constitution adopted by the convention 
it is provided shall not be incompatable with 
the constitution of the United States and shall 


| be submitted to the people for ratification on 
| the first Tuesday after the first Monday in 


November, 1888. 1f a majority shall favor the 
adoption of the constitution, the result shall be 
certified to the president. The state, until the 
next census, shall be entitled to two represen- 
tatives in congress, who may be chosen on the 
day named for the adoption of the state consti- 
tution. The constitutional conven- 
tion may also _ provide for the 
election of ry full state govern- 
ment, which state government shall re- 
main until the constitution framed by the con- 
ventioi is approved by congress. United 
States senators may be elected if the vote of 
the people is in favor of the ratification of the 
state constitution. When this constitution is 
approved and the state admitted into the union 
by special act of congress, the senators and 
representatives chosen shall. be admitted to 
congress and the state government shall com- 
mence.

THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 
Plans and Purposes Explained by Bishop 
Ireland. 

WASHINGTON, January 25.—In response to 
an invitation issued by Cardinal Gibbons a 
meeting was held at Carroll institute hall this 
evening, presided over by the cardinal, at 
which the plans and purposes of the new 
Catholic university, to be built in this city, 
were explained by Kt. Rev. Bishop Ireland, of 
St. Paul, and Bishop Keane, of Richmond, 
Va.

Turning his 
remarks, Bishop Ireland stated that the cor- 
nerstone of the divinity building would be 
laid in-about three months; that the centen- 
nial anniversary of the establishment of the 
Catholic hierarchy of America would be €Eele- 
brated in the autumn of 1889, and at the same 
time the beginning of the second centur 
would be celebrated by the opening of the di-

BURIED ALIVE. 
Explosion in a Mine in British Colliery— 
Nearly a Hundred Miners Killed. 

Vicroria, British Columbia, wae 25.— 
An explosion occurred yesterday in elling- 
ton colliery while over 200 miners were at 
work. It was at first supposed that. no lives 
were lost, as the miners were rapidly hoisted 
out: but it is now believed that 90 or more 
were killed or suffocated. The bodies of 20 
white miners were taken from the mines last 
night, and there are about 70 more men still 
in the mine, and there is no reason for believ- 
ing that any of them are alive and no hopes of 
saving them are entertained. Three-fourths 
of the men still in the mine are Chinamen. 
There is no scarcity of volunteers, and officials 
and employes of the Van Couver Coal Somgens 
are redering apeey assistance required. ow 
the explosion took place is a mystery.

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ON THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 


An Attempt to be Made to Pass the Bill Over 
the Governor's Head—The Louisiana 
Republican Ticket.

JACKSON, Miss., January 25.—{Special.}— 
The house passed Mr. Madison’s bill providing 
for the state paying disabled confederate 
soldiers’ thirty dollars annually. The 
amendment of the colored members 
to include = such colored 
were servants of soldiers, accompanying 
them to the war, and are disabled by reason of 
such service, was adopted. 


The senate bill taking all fees and percuisites | 


away from district attorneys, and giving them 
a salary of twenty-five hundred dollars, passed 
the house, with an amendment reducing the 
salary totwo thousand dollars, and leaving 
fees in convictions of violations of the revenne 
laws. 

The senate engaged ina warm debate over 
the bill which taxes all railroads and other cor- 
porate property upon its value, the same as 
other property. No vote was taken before ad- 
journment. 

If this bill becomes a law it virtually repeals 
all corporate charters in the state so far as 
exemptions from or where discriminations in 
taxation is concerned. 

Replying to the committee of invitation, 
Senator Walthall writes in substance, and his 
letter was spread upon the senate journal, that 
he is compelled to forego the pleasure of meet- 
ing and addressing the legislature now on ac- 
count of pressing official work, but hopes to be 
able to veo belees the adjournment of the 
legislature. 

The question of passing the constitutional 
convention bill over the head of the governor 
is the special order in the senate tomorrow. 
The session will be an interesting one, and 
notwithstanding the overwhelming vote in 
favor of the passage of this bill, the opinion 
has grown today that the governor’s veto will 
be sustained by the senate. 


Louisiana’s Republican Ticket. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., January 25.—The re- 
publican convention was called to order at 
12:30 p.m. Chairman Cage announced that 
the committee on credentials would not be 
ready to report until 2 p.m. and the conven- 
tion took a recess until 2:15.

Heavy Loss at Cleveland,Ohio—Susquehanna, 
Pa., in Flames. 

CLEVELAND, January 25.-—Fire broke out in 
©. G. King’s shoe store, at Newark, last night, 
and it was completely gutted. Loss on — build- 
ing and stock is estimated at $150,000. D. L. 
Jones, hardware ; Crane Bros., millinery; and 
W. W. Sprague, jeweler, suffered heayily 
from water and smoke. 

CINCINNATI, January 25.—A speciai from 
Newark, Ohio, says the fire there was under 
control by three o’clock this morning. Be- 
sides the complete destruction of O. G. King’s 
hat and shoe store, considerable damage was 
donesto Sprague’s jewelry store, D. L. Jonse’s 
hardware, and Crane Brothers millinery. The 
total loss is estimated at $200,000. 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., January 25.—A large 
fire is raging at Susquehanna, Pa., twenty-five 
miles south of here. Assistance las been sent 
from this city. The fire broke out about 5 a. m., 
and spread rapidiy. Two hotels, five residences 
and a business block have been destroyed up 
to6a.m. The fire was extinguished without 
a destruction beyond that named. 

ALEIGH, N. C., January 25.—({Special. |--- 
Sheriff Cobb, of Edgecombe, brought to the 
penitentiary today eight convicts. Last night 
a fire at Tarboro burned the jail of Edgecombe 
county. Several prisoners were in the buiid- 
ing. All were safely rescued. The firemens’ 
hall and two or three private residences were 
burned. There was no insurance on any of 
the property destroyed, 

Steele Creek church, in Mecklenburg coun- 
ty, was accidentally burned yesterday, the fire 
originating in the furnace. The building was 
of wood and very large. It was built thirty 
years ago at a cost of five thousand dollars. It 
was occupied by oneof the oldest Presbyterian 
congregations in the south, organized a hun- 
iret and a ago. It was the largest 
church in the North Carolina synod, having a 
membership of over five hundred. 

ALLENTOWN, Pa., January 25.—The thread 
mill of the Barbour Thread company, contain- 
ing 4,800 bales of Irish flax, was damaged by 
fire early this morning. Loss to mill and 
machinery, $30,000, and flax $85,000. The 
mill had just been completed, and 
was to have been started up for 
the first time today.

Discharging Union Men. 

MILWAUKEE, January 25.—A circular has 
been issued by brewers of this city to their 
three thousand employes, gnotifying them that 
on January 26th every member of the brewer's 
union, No. 9,in their employ, will be dis- 
charged unless consenting to leave that organ- 
ization. The cireular is signed,by Phillip 
Best, Joseph Schlitz, Val Blatz, Franz Falk, 
Fred Miller, Jung.wLoreher, J. Obermann, 
Cream city, and A. Gettelmann, brewing com- 
panies, al) establishments of the kind in the 
city. The circular states that the employers 
are prompted to take this stand by the action 
ofthe union in openly supporting and pro- 
moting the boycott being waged here and else- 
where against their beer. ‘They call attention 
to the large wages that are being paid their 
workmen, and to the fact that they granted all 
demands made upoxu them until the union tried 
to interfere in the malsters strike by making 
unreasonable demands upon them.

to light. News reached the city this morning 
that Frank Dearmond had been mrurdered at 
Hunter's Bluff on the Tennessee river, five 
miles from Darwin, on Monday night. The 
facts were obtained from N. A. Alien, a very 
prominent citizen of Darwin, who was in the 
city today. 


& mile from Hunter's Bhiff to goto the river 
to take some clothes to his brother, John Dear- 
Warner, 
The boat was not due until about & o'clock 
and Frank got off his mule and the last ever 
seen of him alive was whenhe left home. He 
carried a valise in Which were the clothes of 
his brother, which was found on the river 
bank. Yesterday morning his hat, pipe and 
some other articles were also found by the 
valise. 

A large poo! of blood had collected where 
he appeared té have been sitting, and marks 
were found which surely indicated he had been 
knocked on the head and his body dragged 
down to the edge of the water and thrown into 
the river. A schooner was moored at Hun- 
ter’s Bluff and it had been eut loose and drift- 
ed down the riveralong distance. A. skiff, 
which had been tied up near where the 
schooner was moored, was missing, and a 
party went down the river to search for it. It 
was finally found, all covered with blood and 
the marks made by a bloody hand were found 
on the side of the little crait. Dearmond’s 
mule was also found ashort distance from the 
bluff, feeding on grass. 

When all the facts became known the most 
intense excitement prevailed in the whole 
neighborhood.@§Frank Dearmond, belonged to 
one of the best families in that section of the 
country, and was not known to have had a sin- 
gleenemy, What could have prompted any 
one to kiillhimis a profound mystery. That 
he was brutally murdered there can be no 
reasonable doubt. The pool of blood discov- 
ered showed that he had lost enough blood to 
produce death. Today the whole neighbor- 
hood was aroused, and have been searching for 
the dead body of the missing young man. The 
search wil be continued until the missing 
body is found. Suspicion rests on one or two 
parties in the neighborhood, and the imprint 
of the bloody hand found or the side of the 
skiff has been carefully preserved. Thus far 
the whole thing is shrouded in mystery. 

Dearmond was a steady, sober, industrious 
young man, and when he left home on Mon- 
day night, intended to return by ten o'clock. 
He didn’t put in an appearance, which aroused 
the suspicions of his parents, and caused them 
to institute an investigation. Yesterday an 
effort was made to keep the whole thing a 
secret until the body was found, but the mys- 
tery leaked out today. The matter will be 
placed in the hands of the officers at once, and 
every effort will be made to discover the mur- 
derers. 

A staff correspondent of the Times has just 
arrived from Darwin. The reported murder 
of Frank Dearmond has proven a fact, anda 
young man named Hunter has been arrested 
on the charge of having committed the crime. 
Dearmond was first kiUled bya load of shot 
trom a double barrelled shotgun, and his body 
thrown into the river. Hunter has been taken 
to Decatur, Tenn.,to keep him from being 
lynched. The motive of the murderer is un- 
known. The excitement at Darwin is intense.

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FIGHT WITH A CONVICT, 


Captain Heese’s Struggle With Will Amour 
Cole City. 

Principal Keeper Towers got another letter 
from Captain William QO. Reese yesterday 
which recounts a dangerous fight between 
Captain Reese and Will Armour, a colored 
couvict from Fulton county. The letter will 


be found below: 

CoLe Ciry, January 22,—Colonel Jobn R. Towers, 
Atianta, Ga.—Dear Sir: We had some trouble atthe 
coke ovyeus last Friday evening with Wil Arniour, a 
five year convict from Fulton county. 

Kil) atrick was going around the coke ovens, and 
found Armour’s work in very bad shape, and he 
was lving down by the ovens, neglecting his duty. 

Kilpatrick spoke to him about it, and he raised up 
and drew a coal shovel anda large knife on Kilpat- 
rick and advanced to strike him. Kilpatrick, being 
uboarmed, drew out h’s pocket knife and gave back 
until he could get something to defend himself. 
He then sent some of the convicts forme. I then 
went out to where they were and orderedthe negro 
to put down the knife and = shovel. fe 
refused -to do so, I then struck at him 
with my stick, intending to knock the knife and 
shovel outof his hand. H> was very quick and 
varded otf the blow and made for me, at the same 
time makinga hard blow at me with the shovel 
Seeing his intention, I clos ad in with bim and 
warded off the blow to someextent. Notwithstand- 
ing this he gave mea very severe blow across the 
shoulder and colar bone. He also made a simall 
cuton my crippled arm. Kilpatrick, seeing my 
precarious position, ran up and struck him a severe 
but not fatal blow on the side of his head, which 
caused him to drop bis shovel and knife and resort 
to some rocks that were lying near by. He picked 
up one and threw at me, and I managed to dodge 
it, drawing my pistol at the same time. I fired two 
shots at him some ten or fifteen steps off. He then 
retreated to the end of the coke ovens and gave up, 
after being taten by three or four of the convicts by 
force 

Neither of the shots took effect, and he is not hurt 
except the blow he received on the head, which is 
not very serous at present. I had him chained up 
and taken tothe hospital, to avert any complica- 
tions that might arise in his ease. My shoulder ts 
paining me: very much yet, and may continue to do 
s)> for sometime. It being my only good shoulder, I 
am«compelled to use it; however I hope it will be 
betterinashorttime. This negro has been troub 
l i@ and unruly since tho first day he was re-

‘ived here and if he had been more seriously burt 
it would possibly have been better for him and all 
oncerned., 

If you desire further information Mr.

When the supreme court met yesterday 
morning Chief Justice Bleckiey made the fol- 
lowing statement in relation to letters writien 
by counsel tomembers of the court about cases 
pending in, or disposed of by that court:

He shows that protection is calculated to 
help the farmer by giving him the benefit of 
home markets. This is a question that 
every sensible fagmer, especially every sen- 
sible southern farmer, ought to study for 
himself. The farmers of Great Britain are 


protectionists by reason of their bitter ex 
periences, and they will reinain so to the end 
of time. 

So far as England is concerned, it is well- 
known that the experiment of free trade has 
not helped the agricultural classes. In no 
civilized country on the globe are the farm- 
ers in amore helpless or miserable condition, 


andthe agricultural laborers are even ina 
worse condition than the farmers proper. 
Compared to cither class a Georgia farmer 
js a millionaire.

Ifthe duty on foreign 
products were paid by the American pur- 
chaser, the duty would be added to the price | 
for which protected articles can be bought 
in foreign markets; ‘Th®S the free traders | 
aii that if a duty of 10 cents is added to | 
an article that cost $1, the price of that | 
article must be $1.10. 

As a matter of fact, the duty is an incen- 
tive to the American manufacturer, and | 
home competition reduces the price. ‘This 
competition stimulates invention, and inven-

an’ example: Russian sheet iron was for- 
merly imported and sold here for eighteen 
cents a pound. A duty of twoanda halt | 
cents a pound was laid on it, and now the | 
price of Russian sheet iron made in this 
country iseight and half cents a pound. 
The duty on chloroform is fifty cents a 
pound, but chloroform is made and sold here 
for thirty-five cents a pouud. 

Nor is this all. The clothing which the | 
people buy here is cheaper, style and quality | 
considered, than can be bought in London. 
Overcoats are advertised in New York as | 
low as $1] and $2, and heavy winter suits at 
from $8to $5. ‘The writer of this has been 
wearing an all wool suit which cost $10 in 
Atianta. This isthe result of protection. 
Take away this protection and the British | 
manufacturer would reduce’ prices so as to | 
drive the American manufacturer out of 
businese. This would give him a practical 
monopoly, and he would then charge as much 
as he thinks proper.

Epiror Home: Three weeks ago! saw a 
paragraph in a New York paper stating that a ship- 
ment of 6000 crates of tomatoes that have arrived on 
a Savannal steamer, 3,000 crates were ordered 
dumped in the harbor by the health police. Al 
the loss and expense of the shipment was borne by 
the farmer. He had no home market for them: his 
object in shipping was to exchange his labor in 
the shape of the product he had _ raised 
from the soil, and buy in return the 
labor he could not do himself—the labor of the 
mechanic,

everything he needed cheaper. 

It is the same with the northwestern farmer; he

Mr. Howell asks the 
court to appoint a receiver to take immediate 
possession of the preperty. He went before 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke and submitted the 
petition.

A short while ago some paper of the firm fell 
due, and to meet the payments embarrassed 
the company. To bridge themselves over the 
temporary difticulty the partuers gave a mort- 
gage for $5,000. This transaction aroused sus- 
picion, and it was whispered that something 
was wrong. 

Creditors became uneasy, and bills began to 
come in with encounfertaéie rapidity. 

The banking house of W. M. & R. J. Lowry 
holds claims against the firm for $800 and the 
Merchants’ bank holds claims amounting to 
$5,700. : 

Mr. G. W. Boyd holds a mortgage for $2,500 
and Mr, Griftith holds one for $4,000. 

Those, together with the other and smaller 
claims, aggregate about £18,000. 

No information could be derived from any 
member of thé firm. Mr. Ogletree, the senior 
partner, is confined to his house with sickness, 
and declined to make any statement. 

Tho friends of the firm express the belief | 
that the embarrassment is only temporary and | 
that arrangements will be made for meeting all 
the debts and for continuing the business.

It has gotten to bea commer thing cor sher- 
iffs and their ‘¢),iities and other officers of the 
law iuroughout the state of Georgia to lay low 
when felonies have been committed, until re- 
wards for the apprehending or delivery of 
criminals have been offered. 

Recognjzing this fact, Governor 
passed the following order yesterday : 

THE ORDER. 

To assist the executive in the exercise of the dis- 
cretion vested in him byl aw to offer rewards .o: 
the capture of fugitives trom justice, it is 

Ordered, That from and after this date, no reward 
will be offered under the 58th section of the code 
for any fugitive charged with felony, unless a peti- 
tion from the county judge, county commr'ssioners, 
or ordinary of the county from which he 
has fied, asking that proclamation of 
such reward be filed iz this office, accompanied by 
the affidavit of the sheriff of the county, or his law- 
ful deputy, stating that a process, charging such 
fugitive with a felony, bas been placed in his 
hands, and that he has made prompt efforts to exe- 
cute such process, and after diligent search bas not 
been able to find such fugitive in the county.”’ 

The foregoing rule does not, of course, hold 
good under the last clause of section 58 of the 
code, which is purely mandatory and requires 
the governor, ‘“‘upon reliable information be- 
ing received that incendiaries have burned 
ginhouses or. set fire to them, to offer rewards 
of not less than $25Qor more than $500 for 
the apprehension of such incendiaries.”’ 

This last clause allows the governor no “‘dis- 
cretion.”” The rest of section 58 does.

WASHINGTON, January 2%.—In the ser 
Mr. Allison, from the committee on appr 
ations, reported back the house bill toe 
into effect the provisions of the act of the 
Of March, 1887, in regard to experimental 
tions at agricultural colleges.
